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Chicago Fever Hits Tri-Town

It could be called the tale of two Chicagos. During 
the next month and a half, Chicago will grace the stages 
of both Tabor Academy and Old Rochester Regional 
(ORR) High School. By coincidence, both schools obtained 
rights to perform the musical - a 1920s satirical tale of 
corruption and the making of celebrity criminals - this 
spring. However, each Chicago will be distinct from the 
other, with Tabor performing the original production and 
ORR offering an updated version. 

Tabor Academy's version - scheduled from 
February 24 to February 27 - is a student-run production 
that will include actors in period costumes performing 
the same dancing used by choreographer Bob Fosse in the 
original 1975 production. Conversely, ORR's show will 
run from March 31 to April 3 and include young actors 
wearing formal black attire with hints of red, performing 
more streamlined dancing used in post-1996 revival 
productions. 

Both Chicagos require orchestrating dozens 
of students in elaborate dancing sequences. In ORR's 
production, about 45 actors will dance on stage at one 
time; in Tabor, the stage will accommodate its 35-person 
cast. Both shows will feature an on-stage professional 
band playing live music; ORR's production will include

students in the band, two trumpeters, a percussionist and 
a guitarist. 

"It's a hoot. It's a huge dancing show," said David 
Horne, Tabor's Musical Director. Learning the original 
choreography has proven to be quite a feat, especially 
with "a new crop of freshmen" participating in the 
production, he said. "This show is a whole other caliber of 
dancing," he said. 

Mark Howland, Tabor's Theatre Director, agreed. 
"We've never worked harder on a show," he said. "This 
show has literally twice the amount of choreography 
than anything I've done," he said, noting that he has 
worked on about 10 musicals during his time at the 
school. He said the students have been meeting six days 
per week since late November last year to fine-tune the 
performance. 

Paul Sardinha, ORR's Theatre Director, has been 
working diligently with his cast and crew since early 
January to prepare for the upcoming performances. 

To ease the students with the dancing, Mr. 
Sardinha tapped choreographer Wendy Hall of the 
Zeitgeist Stage Company to teach 10 numbers to the cast 
throughout January. In the meantime, the cast and crew 
meet four evenings per week for lengthy rehearsals. "So 
far it's going well. It's moving terrifically... it's an exciting 
show with so much hype and students are familiar with 
the film," he said. 

For now, the actors are gearing up for showtime. 
Chicago boasts many strong characters, including Velma 
Kelly - a headstrong vaudevillian who kills her husband 
and sister upon discovery of their affair and recounts her 
story with great fanfare behind bars. 

Emily Bungert, assuming the role of Velma at 
ORR, said the character is a "fun role-type to play." She 
added, "Most people don't expect me to play the rowdy 
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character. She's misunderstood, so there's a nice human 
element to it.'' 

Carly Browning, a seasoned actress at Tabor 
Academy, said she enjoys playing Velma and especially 
likes the dancing. Ms. Browning most recently put together 
the choreography for Tabor's Little Shop of Horrors. 

ORR Senior Holly Cardoza - who will play Roxie 
Hart, a showgirl accused of murdering her lover - said 
her role is the "most I've ever done" in a show but "it is 
new and exciting." She added, "I've been every emotion: 
excited, nervous and anxious." She said she loves the 
character of Roxie because "she can literally go from cutesy 
to devilish. She knows what she wants, and she knows 
how to get it. That is what I like about her." 

Chapman Hyatt is assuming the role of Billy Flynn, 
the unscrupulous lawyer who defends the vaudevillians, 
in Tabor Academy's production. "I'm playing one of the 
scummiest people. . . but I love doing it," he said. 

In contrast to the suave Billy Flynn is Amos Hart, 
the gullible husband who takes the blame for his wife's 
act of murder. Stephen Lacombe of ORR said that so far he 
enjoys playing the "lovable character" with "not one mean 
thing about him." 

Jacob Swift, Tabor's Amos Hart, said he enjoys the 
musical and physical challenge of the show, and compared 
his character to Little Shop of Horrors' Seymour, but "much 
more stupid and nervous". He said he is looking forward 
to showtime. 
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The varied styles and enthusiastic casts and crew 
should attract many theater lovers to one, or better yet, 
both productions of Chicago. 

Tabor Academy's Chicago is scheduled from 
February 24 to 26 at 7:30 pm in the Fireman Auditorium 
at Hoyt Hall, Tabor Academy For tickets, visit the website 
ChicagoatTabor.yolasite.com or purchase them at the 
door.

Rosie the Riveters Reminisce in Marion

It all started with a dishtowel. When Marion 
census worker Madeline Smith came into Eunice 
Manduca's Main Street home last year and spotted a 
kitchen towel depicting Rosie the Riveter, she informed 
Ms. Manduca that her mother was a "Rosie". The iconic 
picture shows Rosie with sleeves rolled up, fist clenched, 
flexing her bicep muscle. Rosie the Riveter was the 
symbol of women doing "men's work" during World War 
II while men were engaged in the war effort. 

"I was a Rosie too," said Ms. Manduca, who 
went on to tell Ms. Smith that her grandson sent her the 
towel as a present. She told Ms. Smith about her work 
as a heavy crane operator during the war years. From 
that time on, Ms. Manduca visited Ms. Smith's mother 
at the Sippican Health Care Center and found a new 
friend. Recently, Ms. Manduca and Ms. Smith asked other 
women at the health care center if they, too, were Rosies. 

This past week, seven women - in their late 80s 
and early 90s - sat around a table and discussed their 
work during the war. 

"I worked for Ranco, in Ohio," said Ann Harriet 
Grey. Ranco was a defense contractor specializing in 
bombsites installed in aircraft. "The place was spotless 
and everything we did was secret. We were picked up 
each day in a converted hearse," said Ms. Grey, who said 
her sister also worked at the plant. 

Back then, few people had autos and if you did, 
gas was rationed to three gallons a week, Ms. Manduca 
said. 

It all began after 183 Japanese warplanes attacked 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii on December 7, 1941, leaving 2,433 
dead along with the destruction of 18 U.S. ships and 188 
aircraft. President Franklin Delano Roosevelt declared

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war. Men signed up with the military and moved away. 
Women stayed behind and took their places in the 
factories to produce the goods required at home and for 
the war. It is estimated that more than six million women 
built tanks, autos, airplanes, engines, weapons and 
bombs. Women also drove trolley cars, built ships, hauled 
trash, operated construction equipment and loaded and 
unloaded railroad cars. 

"I made Army uniforms in New Bedford at a 
company called YouthCraff said Mary Carpentier. 
"There were about 50 local girls there and some old men 
who did the pressing and heavy work after we sewed and 
assembled the uniforms," she said. 

Mary Barber, originally from Wareham, worked 
at the Hingham Shipyard as a welder. "They taught us 
the parts of the ship and arc welding. . . it wasn't easy," 
she said. Ms. Barber explained how she worked down in 
the bottom of the ship and also on the catwalk, welding 
on the outside of ships. "At that age, you're not afraid of 
anything, so I just did as I was told," she said. 

Carroll Chase told the group that she worked in 
the south end of New Bedford for Cornell Dubilier as a 
winder. "We wound foil and tissue paper onto big rolls 
which went into big cylinders. . . they never told us what it 
was for," she said. "I walked to work and passed through 
the Portuguese area in New Bedford and they had the 
nicest homes and little gardens. . . we watched the gardens 
grow and progress each day as we passed by," she said. 

100-year-old Palmira Barboza told the group that 
she worked at Aerovox in New Bedford and cut mica with 
a machine lathe. Mica was used in weapon sites. "At the 
dances, all the women danced with one another... there 
were no men, except the old ones," she said. 

"We all had the same feeling. . . that we were all 
in this together and we had to win. When I think of the 
many who lost their lives, it makes me upset. . . but, it was 
all worth it when the war ended," she added. 

A chance sighting of a dishtowel with Rosie on 
it brought the women together to reminisce, exchange 
stories and look at each others' photo albums of the time 
when they shared the title "Rosie the Riveter". 
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K-6 Regionalization Shelved

After several months of analyzing the 
pros and cons of regionalizing Rochester, Marion 
and Mattapoisett's 2,703 elementary students, a 
regionalization subcommittee ultimately decided to 
shelve the idea. Superintendent Doug White confirmed 
this week. 

At a February 17 meeting, the regionalization 
subcommittee - formed by school committee members 
from each town elementary school and the Old Rochester 
Regional (ORR) District Committee - found that 
consolidating the Tri-Town's elementary schools under 
one regional system would not necessarily save the towns 
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money and may lead to budgetary increases across the 
board. 

ORR District Committee Chairman Peter 
Bangs explained that the decision not to proceed with 
regionalization is "primarily financiar'. He said that the 
two main benefits to regionalization - a single, central 
office and regional transportation - would not mean 
much for the Tri-Town because the junior high and high 
school are already regionalized and savings could be 
realized outside the scope of a formally regionalized 
system. 

A regional transportation system would increase 
state reimbursement for transportation funds, he said, 
but not enough to offset other increases a regional system 
would incur. For instance. Dr. Bangs said that by law, 
''no group can suffer'' when regionalized, meaning that 
all four teaching groups currently operating in the Tri- 
Town would have to be offered the highest existing salary 
schedules and fringe benefits. 

In other words, all teachers would have to receive 
the current 80-20 health insurance contribution received 
by ORR staff. Mattapoisett offers 75-25 reimbursement, 
and Marion and Rochester offer 50-50, so both of these 
towns would incur higher health care expenses if required 
to meet the 80-20 level offered at ORR. The increased costs 
for towns would be compounded by a general increase in 
health insurance costs; according to a handout provided 
at the meeting, the district is expecting a 12 percent 
increase, or $10,543.68 increase, from FY 2011 moving into 
FY 2012. 

In the final analysis. Dr. Bangs said that "several 
hundred thousand dollars" would be added to the 
regional budget due to health insurance costs alone. 

Overall, he said the towns sought out the 
possibility of regionalizing for the potential financial 
savings, but discovered they are not there. "There are 
not really savings, and from the best we could tell, there 
would be net costs," Dr. Bangs said. The committee 
examined these numbers in detail thanks to a January 20 
presentation by consultant by David Tobin, who spelled 
out the numbers and determined that the regionalization 
would financially be "a wash." 
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Dr. Bangs said with "strong feelings'' among 
the towns about moving all elementary schools under 
one system, regionalization would "not be a pleasant 
conversation" without a strong incentive to proceed. 

Despite the unfavorable financial picture. Dr. 
Bangs did say that the committee acknowledged that 
there are advantages - namely improved coordination 
and harmonized curriculum across schools. Although he 
anticipates that regionalization will be looked at sometime 
again, at this time proceeding makes little sense. He said 
this conclusion was shared among all members of the 
subcommittee. 

To explain the committee's reasoning further. Dr. 
Bangs said that Mr. White is putting together a report 
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that will be distributed to town Selectmen and school 
committees in the next two weeks. 

Benefits of Eating Local Explored

"Don't eat anything your great-grandmother 
wouldn't recognize/' the members of the Mattapoisett 
Women's Club were advised at their latest meeting on 
February 18. The group gathered to hear local whole 
foods expert, Margie Baldwin, and Sarah Cogswell of 
Southeastern Massachusetts Agricultural Partnership 
(SEMAP) speak about the region's vibrant local food 
community. Ms. Baldwin explained how eating locally 
grown food can be fun and easy and a delicious way to 
reduce one's carbon footprint while stimulating the local 
economy. 

"Food is basic to life," she said. "Food is 
happiness, community, ritual and fuel to greet another 
day" 

The demand for local, organic, natural foods is 
growing, said Ms. Baldwin, who encouraged the group 
to think about where their food comes from and how 
and where it is processed. According to Ms. Baldwin, 
the agricultural business is dependent on pesticides and 
petrol chemicals and food is grown to sustain many 
days of travel, whereas local food is right here, without 
a middleman and has a superior taste to that of produce 
shipped around the globe. Plus, money used to purchase 
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local goods stays within the community, she added. 

The push to embrace locally produced fruits, 
vegetables, bread, jam, milk, eggs, turkeys, chicken, and 
meat supports small farms which would be lost forever 
along with the agricultural traditions and know-how 
passed on over generations of land use, she said. Ms. 
Baldwin explained that over the past 20 years, cheaper, 
processed foods became available and heavily marketed, 
leading consumers to turn a blind eye to the larger picture 
of where food comes from. 

Ms. Baldwin asked the group to think about 
changing their purchasing habits to include more locally 
grown products by joining local Community Supported 
Agriculture (CSA) programs, which invite consumers to 
purchase a share of the harvest at the beginning of the 
growing season, and in return, receive a weekly supply of 
produce. CSA programs typically run from approximately 
June 23 to September 1 and include eight to 12 items 
per week, including peas, asparagus, strawberries, corn, 
squash, tomatoes, berries, beans and beets. 

Another easy way to support local farms is by 
visiting any of the many farmers' markets in Southeastern 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island that offer array of home 
grown products. Supporting these farmers' markets show 
the farmers that their effort to grow healthy, nutritious 
food in a sustainable manner is appreciated. A farmers' 
market at Old Rochester Regional High School in 
Mattapoisett operates from June through September. 
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Ms. Cogswell of SEMAP told the group that 
Southeastern Massachusetts has 2,160 farms consisting 
of over 102,000 acres of farmland. These farms generate 
over $140 million in agricultural products each year 
and are growing fast. "Demand is growing and SEMAP 
is assisting farmers in acquiring more land, whether it 
is through a lease agreement or other way to increase 
production of local food'' she said. Ms. Cogswell said 
that Massachusetts is ranked second in the nation, after 
California, in value of average direct-to-consumer market 
sales at $25,356 per farm. For more information, go to 
www.

Other interesting statistics included a breakdown 
of farm cash receipts, which showed that of the $489 
million in sales for 2007, 35 percent were for fruits and 
vegetables, 19 percent for greenhouse / nursery items, 17 
percent for cranberries, 12 percent for livestock/ poultry, 
nine percent for milk and eight percent for other crops. 
Plymouth County ranks third in Massachusetts in value 
of agricultural crops sold, while Bristol County ranks 
third in the state in acres of all vegetables, all berries and 
second in sweet corn sales.

Once situated at the intersection of Water and 
South streets, the hotel hosted some of the most elite of its 
day - including President Grover Cleveland, writer Henry 
James, actors Ethel Barrymore, John Drew and Maude 
Adams, Senator Jonathan Bourne, poet and magazine 
editor Richard Watson Gilder, novelist and poet Margaret 
DeLand and journalist and playwright Richard Harding 
Davis. 

To recognize this popular summer resorting spot, 
the Sippican Historical Society Museum is displaying 
a collection of items from this chapter of Marion's 
illustrious past. The society describes the former hotel 
as an institution that ''epitomized the luxury and leisure 
of the Gilded Age" where the rich and famous enjoyed 
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boating, canoeing, waterside activities, tennis, dancing, 
and ice cream. 

Built in 1794, Sippican Hotel began as a two-story 
farmhouse that later was transformed into a hotel in 1864 
by Joseph Snow Luce. The structure received several 
additions over the years, including a third floor, a Second- 
Empire style addition, and a four-story Colonial Revival 
wing. The hotel was the first to have telephone service 
and electricity in Marion. 

Interestingly, Henry James described the hotel 
as ''a shabby and depressing hostelry that suggested 
an early bedtime'' - although that perspective was not 
shared by everyone. Marion attracted so many people 
during the summer that by the late 19th century, five 
trains per day dropped off visitors who came in horse- 
drawn barges from the railroad station, according to an 
account by Howard Hiller. Many of these visitors sought 
out the Sippican Hotel, and after falling in love with the 
hotel, many visitors fell in love with Marion and built 
shingle-style summer residences. 

During the mid- 1880s - the height of Marion's 
popularity as a summer town resort - Sippican was run 
by Charles Ripley, the hotel's proprietor for 27 years. 

Mr. Ripley brought with him prestige, 
underscored by a worldly collection of "curiosities and 
pictures" on display at the hotel. An October 1910 news 
article describes the rare items displayed, including a 
"cabinet surmounted by a pair of African antlers" and

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"one of the finest collections of whale teeth in private 
hands." 

The article also described shelves that "gleam 
with white ivory and bone" with "quaint patterns 
scrimshawed." In addition, the collection included 
"elephant tusks, mounted on a base of rare mosaic wood 
with patterns inlaid in ivory and mother-of-pearl" and a 
"small book of wood. . . said to have been the last vessel 
destroyed in the Civil War." The collection also boasted 
Asian art, including intricate Chinese carvings and a 
Japanese sword. 

Over time, however, the hotel lost its luster and 
fewer vacationers spent their summers there.

MICROCHIPS 

My friend told me that I should have a microchip implanted 
in my cat so I could track him like Lojack enables police to 
recover a car. Is this true? 

Not exactly. A microchip is a rice sized computer chip with 
a number embedded in it that is injected under the skin of a 
cat or dog. A receiver is passed over the pet and the number 
shows up on a window. A phone call to a clearing house will 
reveal the name and address of the cat's owner. So a micro- 
chip is more like an ID tag than a Lojack. 

How can I get a microchip inserted into my dog? 
Your veterinarian can insert a microchip into your dog or 
cat. You then register the microchip number and the process 
is complete. Microchips are an excellent idea for cats that go 
outdoors as cat are almost always losing their collars with 
associated ID tags.

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Kimberly Teves noted that conflicting accounts exist 
about the hoters demise. She said, 'There is a popular 
misconception that it burned down'' - but she said that, 
by the 1920s, some concern may have existed that a fire 
could consume the old structure. 

Some accounts report that the hotel was torn 
down in 1929, but an article published in the New Bedford 
Times - which declared that the hotel was slated for 
partial demolition - put that date closer to 1930. The 
plan originally called for the hotel to be town down and 
restored for use as a tavern, but for reasons unknown, the 
whole hotel was completely leveled. 

A lifetime later, locals remember the hotel through 
old postcards showing its majestic fagade - a vestige of a 
bygone era.

Mattapoisett Considers Housing Needs 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Jordan 
Collyer on February 22, 2011 at 7:00 pm. Also in 
attendance were Selectmen Paul Silva and George 
Randall, Town Administrator Michael Gagne and 
Assistant to the Selectmen Melody Pacheco. 

After the Pledge of Allegiance and a moment 
of silence, the Board voted to accept the minutes of the 
February 8 meeting, both open and executive session 
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Serving the tri-town and surrounding area since 1997 
4 Fuil Service Chimney Company 
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minutes. 

In other action items, the Board voted to approve 
a common victualler license to Bruce and Monique Mello 
of "The Village Scoop'' at 20 County Road and voted to 
proclaim April 29, 2011 Arbor Day. 

In a meeting with Alan Decker of the Coalition 
for Buzzards Bay, the Board learned more about the 
Coalition's efforts to preserve aquifers and passive 
recreation land for Mattapoisett. Mr. Decker came before 
the Board to discuss recent activity on the Tripps Mill 
Brook Project, a 42.5-acre parcel of land in the area of 
the Mattapoisett River that is slated for acquisition in 
March. The land is being purchased in two lots from 
Decas Cranberry Company with the use of $325,000 in 
Community Preservation Act funds and a Buzzard's Bay 
National Estuary Program "mini-grant" in the amount of 
$45,000. 

The Tripps Mill Brook section of the Mattapoisett 
River includes 1,800 feet of river frontage and is a "diverse 
assemblage of forest, wetland and aquatic habitats," 
according to the Coalition. 

The land is a perfect place for "aquifer recharge" 
said Mr. Decker, who said that the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission supported the land 
acquisition for public benefit at a February 14 meeting. 
Upon suggestion from Mr. Decker and Mr. Gagne, the 
Board voted to accept the scheduled purchase and sale, 
allowing the town to claim ownership; grant conservation 
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restrictions on the two lots; and voted to accept the deed 
document. The Coalition expects to close on the parcel on 
March 10. 

In a meeting with Danny White and Bill Tilden, 
the Board heard plans for the 41st Mattapoisett Road 
Race, which will take place on Monday, July 4, 2011. Mr. 
Tilden, the athletic director for Old Rochester Regional 
High School, will be the new road race director for the 
annual event. 

"This was my first ever road race,'' said 
Mr. Tilden. "It's why I love running. . . You come to 
Mattapoisett because it's a community event." Mr. Tilden 
has a couple of ideas for minor changes to the race, 
including disposable "ankle chips" for accurate race 
results. 

"You always do a great job," said Chairman 
CoUyer, and the Board gave their support to the Road 
Race Committee for the July 4 event. 

The Board met with Raymond Andrews and 
Randall Kunz of the Mattapoisett Housing Partnership. 
The meeting concerned Mattapoisett' s future for 
affordable housing, and a "Housing Production Plan" 
that the Partnership has been working on. The plan 
details Mattapoisett' s current housing situation, and 
its future needs. Currently, 17 percent of Mattapoisett' s 
population is 65 and over (compared to 12 percent in 
Plymouth County) and 17 percent of Mattapoisett' s 
population makes under $25,000 (compared to 21 percent 
in Plymouth County). 

Mr. Andrews informed the Board that they 
would be presenting two articles for the May 9 town 
meeting. The first article would be a zoning bylaw 
change to increase the allowed square footage of an in- 
law apartment from 500 to 700. "I think it's a lot easier 
for people to live in 700 square feet," said Mr. Andrews. 
A public hearing for the suggested bylaw change is 
scheduled for the March 7 Zoning Board of Appeals 
meeting. 

The second article would dissolve the housing 
partnership and form a housing trust. The trust, Mr. 
Andrews explained, could own property, collect property 
and funds, and the funds would stay with the trust. 
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"This would empower the trust to do a lot more for the 
community/' he said. 

Approximately 2.5 percent of Mattapoisett's 
housing is affordable, but that number is likely going to 
come down to about 2 percent with the upcoming street 
census. Chairman Collyer said. Mr. Andrews said that 
the formation of the trust would be an opportunity for 
the town to gain more affordable housing to meet their 10 
percent quota in a way that is beneficial and agreeable to 
the town. 

Residents will get a chance to vote on both the 
zoning change and the housing trust formation at the 
town meeting on May 9. 

Ms. Pacheco then announced: 
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• A cat and dog rabies clinic will be held on 
Sunday, March 6 at the Mattapoisett Fire Station from 
10:00 to noon. All animals must be properly restrained, 
with dogs on leashes and cats in carriers. The fee is $10 
per animal and dog licensing will also be available at the 
clinic. 

• The next Board of Selectmen meeting will be 
Tuesday, March 8 at 7:00 pm in the town hall. 

The Board voted to go into executive session at 
8:14 pm for the purpose of negotiations. 

Historic District Comm. Report Complete 

Rochester Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Rochester Planning 
Board was called to order by Chairperson Arnold 
Johnson at 7:10 pm on February 22, 2011 in the Town Hall 
Conference room. 

As the first order of business, the board approved 
the February 8 minutes, and re-signed the January 25 
minutes due to corrections. Shortly thereafter, a voucher 
for a file cabinet for $196.61 for the planning office was 
approved. 

The board then approved an ANR continued from 
a previous meeting for Bruce Maksy of 170 Dexter Lane. 

A report of planning board activities was 
approved for inclusion in the Annual Town Report. 

Deb Ladd, chairperson of Rochester's Historical 
District Commission (HDC), then approached the 
board with news that the HDC completed a report on 
the commission's work and significance. The need for 
the report was triggered when Rochester resident Tom 
Skrutski submitted an article for the spring 2010 town 
meeting calling for the abolition of the commission. At 
the time, the Attorney General said that the historical 
commission is required by law to submit a report on its 
activities and conduct a public hearing prior to a vote on 
its dissolution. 

The town asked the HDC to draft the report last 
summer, and Ms. Ladd stated that it is now complete 
and that she plans to submit it to the town selectmen on 
February 23.

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"The commission has been working very hard 
on this, despite allegations that we were dragging our 
feet/' Ms. Ladd said. The report was reworked from an 
older version written when the commission was created 
about ten years ago. ''We've worked on making the report 
more slanted in a positive way," she said, adding that the 
commission updated property and plot information. 

As required by law, 60 days must transpire before 
a public hearing can take place, thus Ms. Ladd is unsure 
if the hearing can be scheduled prior to the May 9 town 
meeting. 

"We're running out of time here, but we are doing 
the best we can do and hope we can do everything in an 
appropriate timeframe to be ready for meeting," she said.

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Copies of the report will be mailed to all residences in the 
district and the commission is creating a general brochure 
to educate Rochester residents about the HDCs work, she 
added. 

In response. Chairman Johnson expressed support 
for the work of the commission. "I think that it serves a 
purpose to protect what we have in Rochester, and what 
we love,'' he said. Citing a survey of residents conducted 
for a recent Master Plan, he said, "A lot of people moved 
to Rochester for green, and because it is not all lit with. . . 
commercialization,'' he said. Mr Johnson said that if the 
town does vote to abolish the commission, he would "ask 
the Planning Board to adopt a lot of the [commission's] 
rules and regulations so we have a framework in place." 

Ms. Ladd described the district as geographically 
small, but filled with old homes containing fascinating 
histories. "It's a shame to waste something with great 
value. Once it is gone, it is gone forever, and there are not 
a lot of towns as pristine as Rochester," she said. 

Mr Florindo also expressed support for 
preserving the town. "My great-grandfather served in this 
town hall, and it is kind of heartwarming when I walk 
through the door. . . Rochester has good roots." 

The board agreed to continue the discussion on 
the HDC on March 21. 

Agenda items on a home occupation bylaw and a 
sunset provision for approvals was postponed due to the 
absence of Town Planner John Charbonneau. 

In future business, Mr Johnson said that board 
would reconvene on March 1 for a continued hearing on 
a proposed asphalt plant by Edgewood Development. He 
said the board needs to render a decision on the plant by 
its March 22 meeting, thus an additional special meeting 
may be required on March 15. 

In the meantime Mr Johnson urged Rochester 
residents interested in serving on the Planning Board to 
come forward and express their interest to the Selectmen. 

The board voted to adjourn at 7:49 pm.

mission to Germany. His plane crashed in France, and 
he spent the remainder of the war in two German POW 
Stalags. Martin will bring this to life through the stories 
he brings to the Mattapoisett Historical Society, including 
ones about a near lynching, a nightmare trek across 
Germany, and the ingenious ways in which POWs coped 
with hunger and the tedium of the Stalag existence. 
Martin will also bring artifacts from his POW days 
including a knapsack crafted from a shirt, a hat that he 
bartered for cigarettes, and his diary written on the backs 
of cigarette packages. 

Petty Officer First Class Norman Gayer enlisted 
in the Navy in 1942 while still a student at Providence 
Gollege. His first assignment at sea was on a small oil 
vessel. Later he was aboard a personnel carrier that 
participated in the invasion of Okinawa in April 1945. 
This carrier was part of a 1000- vessel fleet that had to 
move in unison. Okinawa was the largest amphibious 
invasion of the Pacific campaign and the last major 
campaign of the Pacific War. More ships were used, more 
troops put ashore, more supplies transported, more 
bombs dropped, and more naval guns were fired against 
shore targets than any other operation in the Pacific. 
After WWII, Norman returned home, but remained a 
member of the Fleet Reserve of New Bedford. As a young 
husband, father, and a reporter, Norman was recalled 
to serve in the Korean Gonflict. He served aboard the 
Tarawa, a carrier out of Brooklyn, NY as well as the USS

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Obituaries 

Edward Joseph Walsh of Mattapoisett died Friday, February 
11, 2011. He was 89. 

Born in Cambridge, he grew up in Belmont, attended 
Belmont High School and graduated in 1943 from Holy Cross 
College. 

Immediately following the attack on Pearl Harbor, 
he committed to serve in the United States Navy, earning his 
commission at the Midshipman School at Columbia Univer- 
sity. He served three years on active duty aboard the Destroyer 
Escort USS Cockrill.

After retirement, he enjoyed a vigorous life in Mat- 
tapoisett that focused on sailing, cabinet making, and garden- 
ing. As a sailor, he made many blue water transits between 
Buzzard's Bay and the Bahamas including solo crossings of 
the Gulf Stream. He competed in the 1983 Marion to Bermuda 
race with his four sons.

Mattapoisett Native Is 
"Hottest Husband'' Finalist

Mattapoisett natives Shaun and Dawn Cormier 
have weathered more than the average couple after five 
years of marriage. 

Six years ago, when Dawn's father was 
diagnosed with cancer, Shaun delayed proposing to 
Dawn for several months out of respect for her family. 
Shaun was a rock to Dawn throughout her father's "very 
aggressive treatment", and the two married only after the 
family survived the worst of it. 

Little did Dawn and Shaun know that years 
later, their relationship would face another test when 
their second son, Lucas - now 2 - was diagnosed with 
Beckwith Widemann Syndrome. The growth disorder 
increases their son's risk of cancer. "I couldn't have 
gotten through those first few months without Shaun's 
support," she said. 

Shaun's unwavering support and love prompted 
Dawn to do the unexpected: enter him into Redbook 
Magazine's "America's 
Hottest Husband Contest." 

As event 
coordinator at the American 
Cancer Society and mother 
of two young children. 
Dawn said she "never had 
time to read magazines." 
However, she chanced upon 
a copy of the magazine in a 
doctor's waiting room last 
fall discovered the contest. 
She decided to take the 
leap and enter him into the 
running. 

"He was really 
embarrassed and couldn't believe I was doing it," she 
admitted. 

Months later. Dawn learned that out of 
thousands of men, her husband is one of 27 finalists 
eligible for the grand prize: a $7,000 week-long vacation 
in Mexico that includes private dinners and a dolphin 
encounter. 

Dawn describes her husband - a carpenter and 
foreman by trade - as someone with "defined forearms 
and rough hands from working in construction" who 
"can fix anything." She said he recently renovated their 
house and does custom renovations for high-end homes. 

Shaun has a softer side, though, evident from 
his romantic proposal. She had found a candle and rose- 




petal strewn path to the bedroom, where he kneeled 
before her with a ring. 

As a father to five-year old Noah and two-year 
old Lucas, he is "affectionate with both boys," she said. 
After the diagnosis of their son, the couple became even 
closer, she said, as they dealt with its ramifications. 

"He was wonderful. He leveled me for a while. 
I was prepared for the appointment, but I wasn't ready 
for the diagnosis. I went with all the facts, but when 
they actually said it, it was difficult to hear," she said. 
Dawn said that Lucas will require check-ups every 
three months and constant monitoring to ensure no 
tumors materialize. The risk of getting cancer decreases 
dramatically once her son reaches nine years old, she 
said. 

Dawn's experience coping with cancer in her 
family prompted her to work at the American Cancer 
Society, and the couple participates in the Relay for Life 
each year, raising up to $15,000 each time. 

More recently, the couple has watched Dawn's 
father go from intensive therapy to recovery. In early 
February, the family celebrated his 65th birthday. 

For now. Dawn hopes 
that enough votes are 
L-^ cast to name her husband 
as Redbook's "hottest 
husband".

My dad didn't have much of an appetite, and 
I think Shaun could see that my sister and I felt a little 
dumb having brought him the cake. . . so he ate the entire 
sheet of ice cream cake. Nothing left! He kept on eating, 
eating, and eating.

Dawn continues to describe Shaun as her best 
friend. "I am so proud of him, for many reasons, whether 
he wins this or not," she said.

Unknown. Starring Liam Neeson and Diane Kruger. 
Directed by Jaume CoUet-Serra. Running time: 113 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

He is in Berlin for a biotech summit. He is 
involved in a car accident, whacks his head badly, and 
wakes up in a hospital four days later unsure of a lot of 
things. He knows his name is Martin Harris, he knows he 
is a doctor, and he knows his wife is around somewhere, 
because she came to Berlin with him, and now she is 
probably wondering where he is. He manages to find her. 
She doesn't know who he is. There is a man next to her, 
claiming to be her husband, Martin Harris. 

And this is about all I can tell you about the plot 
of Unknown, a twisty thriller in which Liam Neeson, as 
Martin Harris — perhaps the real Martin Harris, perhaps 
not — bulldozes all around Berlin looking for answers. 
He does not — sadly for those who fondly remember him 
in Taken — punch everyone in the throat. Martin Harris 
is not a fighter, or at least he doesn't think he is. He finds 
it increasingly hard to grab onto exactly who he is. What 
he discovers, and how he discovers it, are the movie's 
currency. This is a by-the-numbers thriller, in which 
nothing is what it seems, but nothing is what it seems in 
pretty much the way you'd expect, if that makes sense. It 
may make a halfway diverting rental in a few months. 

I can tell you the little bits I enjoyed. They may 
not be worth your $6.50 to experience for yourself, but 
they were worth something to me. To start with Liam 
Neeson: he is a sadder actor now than he was in Taken, for 
obvious reasons. He seems to have new and unfortunate 
resources to draw upon to play a disoriented man standing 
in a hospital wondering why he no longer seems to have a 
wife. Our awareness of Neeson's extratextual grief lends 
gravitas, possibly unearned by the script, to the emotional 
center of Unknown. I liked Neeson sitting quietly on 



a cheap bed next to Diane Kruger as a taxi driver who 
he thinks can help him. Neeson, or Martin Harris, is 
so visibly overwhelmed by confusion and sadness that 
Kruger's heart goes out to him, even though it should 
probably stay put. 

Late in the game there is a diamond in the rough 
of all the convolutions. Two master actors, Bruno Ganz as 
an ex-Stasi agent Martin Harris has contacted for help and 
Frank Langella as a scientific colleague of Martin Harris' , 
stand facing each other in an unpretentious little Berlin 
walk-up. They talk about cars; they don't say much. All 
is said with glances, silent realizations. The two great 
actors play an ominous duet of regret. This is what I hope 
to find in thrillers like this: malevolent elegance tuned 
to perfection. It's very brief, and soon we are back to car 
chases and a skulking assassin and a bomb that threatens 
the lives of thousands. 

I don't imagine myself seeing Unknown again, 
but I would like to revisit the first ten minutes or so, to 
see if it squares with what we learn at the end. Part of this 
experiment would involve monitoring Liam Neeson's 
pre-accident performance for any "tells." As for January 
Jones as his wife: many critics have taken her to task for 
her somnambulant work here, but in her defense, it's hard 
to say in retrospect how such a role should, or even could, 
be played. She certainly doesn't seem like Martin Harris' 
wife, or anyone else's. Maybe January Jones knew that 
Liam Neeson would be doing most of the heavy lifting: 
we don't have to believe in her, we just have to believe 
that Liam Neeson believes in her. And he sells that. I 
suppose that's enough.
